Richmond, Va., Oct. 2.—Secretary 


.Shaw in a speech at a republican mass 
meeting here tonight discussed tariff 
issues and declared that all the party 
claims for any tariff law is thot its 
principle is perfect, that it will be 
amended in due time hut that the prin- 
ciple will never be amended under a 
i epublican administration. 


Secretary Shaw arrived her early 


this afternoon. 
At tonight's meeting 


representative Yost made a strong ap- 
peal for purity of elections and 
foi- 


choice of Judge Lewis as governor. 


Scretary Shaw said in part: 
"You 
must bear in mind there was 


every tariff law enacted that was per- 
fect or that'anyone claimed was per- 
fect. No two congresses would ever 
enatt the same bill. Every tariff law 
is an aggregation of compromise. All 
the republican party ever claims for 
any tariff law is that the principle is 
perfect. The rate' will be to high here 
and too low there but protection will 
be' found in its ev°ry feature. The op- 
pcsition 
party never 
claim 
that 


their tariff laws, 'is the correct princi- 
ple. They 
claim 
to eliminate every 


element of protection from all their 
tariff mei'sureR are perfect. They only 
claim that the principle of free trade 
on which they profess to construct 


j tariff laws, as England eliminates pro- 
tection from her tariff laws. England 


I provides a tariff for the sole purpose 
of revenue and the democratic party 
professes to do the same. They have 
openly and repeatedly denounced pro- 
tection as robbery—they strike at the 
principle. 


Never ClairVied Perfection. 


"While the republican party never 


cluinie;! for arfy taiiff law that it was 
perfect and never promised to enact a 
perfect tariff law, it does claim that 
all its tariff laws are 
builded on the 


principle of protection. It has never 
sacrificed 'one Industry for the sake of 
building up another, and never will.

unskilled. "Woolen cloth, for instan.ce, 
worth over seventy, cents per pound, 
pajs a specific duty qf forty-four cents 
per pound anil fifty-'fiye. per cent ad 
valorem. 
The duty on'velvet carpets 


is sixty cents per square yard and 
forty per cent ad valorem. I repeat that 
it is not an easy task to construct a 
tariff law and work out these differen- 
tials All the republican party claims 
is that it constructs its tariff laws on 
principle. What would you think of a 
wool manufacturer who would claim 
to be a free trader as applied to wool, 
and a protectionist as applied to wool- 
en manufactures?"

They then called 
upon a man, said tcf .be1 the leading 
lawyer of the state, a democrat, who 
declared that practically all the'men 
present 
were protectionists. To this 


there was no voice of dissent. He said 
they wwe protectionists and sound 
money men, btrl (hat they, all voted 
the democratic' ticket. He then told 
his associates that it' they demanded 
protection on their citrus fruits they 
rfiust grant protection to other indus- 
tries. 


What Is Claimed.

ceived at its destination on Nov. 
and was advertised as unclaimed. Th 
postmaster finally sent it to the dea 
letter office, reaching there Dec. '1 
From there it was returned to the writ 
cr's address in the Philippines, reachln 
Manila, Feb. 20, 1905. 
When It wa 


received at the original starting point 
it was learned that the Eighteenth In- 
fantry returned to the United States 
early In the year, and after passing 
through the dead letter, bureau at Ma- 
nila the missive was once more return- 
ed to the .Vnited States, arriving at 
Vancouver Barracks, March 30. 


The regiment had by that time gone 


on to Us station at Fort Leavenworth, 
Kan., and the letter was forwarded to 
that point. There are- two postmarks 
on the letter bearing the post's name, 
dated, respectively, April 7 and June 
17. 
Walker's term of enlistment had 


previously expired, and he had, joined 
the Fcurth Infantry In the Philippines.
